Cuanresron, March 25 —Reports of great
suffering in several of the back counties,
among the people and stock (or want of food,
came to your correspordent, but not until
to-day were the reports confirmed. A man
who bas traveied througlh Braxten, Gilmer
and Calboun Counties tays: A few dayy
travel in the counties named bas proven that
destitution ard suffering indescribable exist
in many localities. ['eople are on the verge
of desth frem siarvation, and the stock are
no better off. People and animals are dying
for want of foed. The suffering
is great In Rome and Jackson
Counties, In some sections of Stricklen’s
district people are subsisting on beans
and gruel made from wheat ground
in coffee mills. and great suffering exists in
parts isolated frog railroads, where supplies
can not be obtained. For miles a slore can
not be jound, and those that are kept have
scarcely enough on baod for the use ¢f the
proprietors’ families. The low siate of the
wells and springs during the drouth of last
sommer and fall sowed the seeds of disease.
Many people are sick and it is very difficait
to get medicine, and the situation all throogh
the rection vamed is dreadful. The crops
were short last year, and suffering is beyond
the compreheneion of those who have not
traveled through the mountainous regions.
The wheat crop is short, and farmers 1n the

stricken section are unable to procare seed
corn.
